WAR FALLACIES. ; 


Whatever! may be the outcome 
of ithe Sino-Japanese conflict, it in 
“already apparent that, apayt from 
losses jn man-powwer, the operations 
are likely to prove extremely 
coatly to both sides, Indeed, many 
millions of dollars will be involy- 
ed before the fight begun in Man- 
churia, and now continuing at 
Shanghai, comes to, an end, It fs 
pertinent, therefore, to tuke note 
of an attitude, which was becom- 
ing prevalent before this outbreak, 
when discussing the issue of peace 
and war, tending to dismiss the 
possibility of certnin countries en- 
gaging In war, because they were 
“too poor to fight.” Aside from 
its undesirable nature. as an np. 
proach to the problem, this atti- 
tude rests on a foundation so un- 
substantial a8 to be completely il- 
lusory, and therefore doubly dan- 
merous. 

We need only look batk to the 
World War to see that economic 
conditions do not prevent war.” In 
1914-18, no fact was more clearly 
demonstrated than that in taking 
up_arms a nation was not neces- 
sarily handicapped by the absence 
of a woll-furniahed war chest or 
even war arsenal. Immediately 
on the outbreak of the war all 
pence-time economic checks were 
suspended, The nations harness- 
ed themselves to war-making under 
a regime which, Nke that of pre- 
sent-day Russia, forbade internal 
competition. Exeess of plant 
capacity came into service, new 
fnetorjen were built, vacant flelds 
yielded to agriculture, and flower 
gardens gave place to vegetable 
allotments. In a atock-taking in 
post-war England four-fifths of 
the reporting firms. stated that 
after making allowances for de- 
terloration they had more plant 
than before the war, in some cases 
four times as much. England, the 
aront dependent, was in a fair 
way to feeding herself, even when 
some sources were stopped and 
otltcra hindered. No queation of 
gold atocks impeded this activity. 
The nations quickly separated 
themselves’ from the restrictiona 
imposed by the gold standard and 
international competition by using 
the printing prees to finance pro- 
duction and consumption. Among 
the allfes Great Britain steered 
the longest course in “paying her 
way,” but soon she was comnolindt 
to follow the example of thy other 
belllgerents and. dilute the: pur- 
ehasing power of her currency.

OF YOUTH. 


TALK BROADCAST. 


After an exceptionally good de- 
hate, fentured by reasoned argu- 


‘menta and flavoured with rhetoric, } | 


the Y.M.C.A. Literary and Debat- 
Ing Socicty last night accepted the 
motion that modern ‘youth [x fulfill- 
ing ita responaibllities, 

Held in the: new soctal‘ hall, ‘and 
broadenst by ZEW., 
‘the debate attracted x number of 
Indlea, and the keenness displayed 
by the nudience to take part in 
the discussion was ovidence of the 
popular appenl of the subject and 
of the interest taken in it. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. 
S. A. Gray, Secretary af the 
Society. the four loading speakers 
being Mr. EB. F. Selk, Mr. A. R. 
Brown, Mr. T. J. Price and) Mr. 
W. J. Kentes..- % 

In proposing the motion “That 
.Modern Youth Is Fulfilling Its Re- 
aponsibilities", Mr. Selk firatly de 
fined modern youth and its respon- 
sibilities.” Both, he said, were 
somewhat celnstic terms, but he 
thought: youth could be ‘taken to 
mean people between the age of 
adolescence and 30 or 36,. The 
men who went through the latter 
part of the War were usually look- 
ed upon as the young men of the 
Industrial world to-day. 


Responnibilties Defined. 


The responsibilities of Modern 
Youth he suggested were (1) 
educating themrelves to take 44 
serious part in the social and in- 
dustrial life of to-day, (2) mar- 
riage and the procreation of a new 
generation, (3) the development 
of an physical conscience which 
expresses. itself in the retention 
of good health and keeping the 
body fit by exercise. (4) — the 
carrying out of pioneer and de- 
velopmental work. 

It had to be realised that on the 
young men and women ‘of to-day 
rested responsibilitiea such 48 
never had been borne aince the 
most flourishing days of the Ro- 
man Empi - 

-There was no doubt that youth 
war educating itself acriotisly for 
the task of taking a fitting part in 
modern life. Everywhere there 
was ample evidence of this fact. 
In Americn and other parta of tha 
world young mtn were spending 
their time and money ut the techin- 
cal, polytechnic and night schools, 
continuing in adult life the educa- 
tion whose boginninyrs ‘they receiv- 
ed when children. 


Youth Critictsed.” 


Every now ahd then spasmoilic, 
ouleries tool, place in the Press 
eritleising youth for not marrying 
and bringing up a new generation. 
Bul marriage statist’cs showed 
that there were 30 grounids-- -for 
these uccusations by  “Pater- 
familins” or “Father of Elght”. 

The physical consciousness 0 


amedern youth was well realised. 


The growing importance attached 
to hygiene and keeping fit, the 
establishment of’ achool clinics, 
baby “welfare centres und the tre- 
mendous national movements alony 
physical culture lines were indica- 
tions of the truth of the ascer- 
tion. ; 

After quoting illustrations to 
ahow how youth was fulfilling 
its reaponsibilities in pioneering, 
religion, liternture and the arta, 
Mr, Selk pointed to movements 
such as the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides to 
prove how youth was in many 
ways carrying out ita tasks. The 
youth of to-day was retaining and 
developing all those traits in the 
national character of Britaln 
which had made It what it was, 
and while youth of Britain did 
that, they could not help taking 
their right place in the scheme of 
things. 

The Opposition. 


Mr. T. 3. Price, in opposing the 
motion, referred to the present 
generation os being unspanked 
and spailed. It might be partly 
due to the war, when the children 
were deprived of the father’s in- 
fluence and admonition, but youth 
had grown up unspanked and con- 
acquently with little desiro to 
fulfil {ts responsibilities, . 

It was obvious that youth had 
not learned the lesson of tho war, 
for to-day we still had wars and 
rumours of wars, deapite all the 
horrors endured a few years ago. 
What was youth doing in regard 
to this? So far as he could ace, 
vory little at all. - ; 

They had n League of Nations 
and a branch of it: in Hongkong, 
but how. many young people took 
an active Interest in it? So far 
as he know, only one young man 
had yot attended the mectings of 
the local branch of the Lengue.

In the gale and the heavy seas 
thelr little craft was soon driven 
out to ren. : : 


Their plight was seen from the 


headland, and the St. Davids tife-}, 


boat went ont, For several hours 
the lifeboat searched, while all 
through the night willing watchers 
kept vigil along the conatline, 


The two men in the boat never 
despaired, At Jast they got to the 
leeward of some rocks.

A sail was rigged up, fut the 
wind tore it to ribbons, An old 
canvas was lighted with petrol to 
act as a dixtress signal, but this 
was soon burnt out.

WAR FALLACIES. 


Whatever may be the outcome 
of ithe Sino-Japanese conflict, It in 
already apparent: that, apart from 
losses in min-power, the operations 
are likely to prove extremely 
vontly to both sides, Indeed, many 
millions of dollars will be invaly- 
od before the fight begun in Man- 
ehurin, and now continuing at 
Shanghai, comes to an end. Mt is 


JV pertinent. therefore, ta ‘take note 


of an attitude, which was beeom- 
ing prevalent befare this outbreak, 
when discussing: the issue of peace 
and war, tending to dismiss the 
possibility of certain countries en- 
gaging: in war, because they were 
“too poor to fight.” Aside from 
its undesirable nature as an ape 
proach to the problem, thin atti- 
tude resis on a foundation so un- 


1) substantial as to be completely il- 


tusory, and therefore doubly dan- 
werous. ‘ 

We need only ‘took back to the 
World War to see that economic 
conditions do not prevent war, In 
1914-18, no fuct was more clearly 
demonstrated than that in taking: 
up arms a nation was not neces- 
sarily handicapped by the absence 
of a well-furnished war chest or 
even war arsenal, Immediately 
on the outbreak of the war all 
penee-time economic checks were 
suspended. The nations harness- 
ed themselves to war-emaking under 
a regime which, like that of pre- 
xent-day Russia, forbade internal 
competition.

The chair wns occupied by Mr. 
s, A. Gray, Secretary of the 
Society, the four loading speakers 
being Mr. I. F. Selk, Mr. AL ht 
Brown, Mr. T. J, Price and) Mr. 
W. 2. Keates. 

In proposing the motion “That 
Modern Youth Is Fulfilitng Its Re- 
sponalbilities", Mr. Sclk firntly de 
fined modern youth and its reapon- 
sibilities, Both, he said, were 
pomewhat elastic. terms, but he 
thought youth could be taken to 
mean people between the age of 
ndolescence and 80 or 35. The 
men who went through the latter 
part of the War were usually look- 
ed upob wee the young men of the 
induateial world to-day, 


Resporsibiities Defined. 


The responsibilities of Modern 
Youth he suggested were tly 
educating themselves ta take 
vetious part in the social nnd in- 
dustrial life of todny, (2) mnr- 
riage and the procreation of a new 
generation, (0) the development 
of a physical conscience which 
expresses itself in the retention 
of ood health and keeping the 
pody fit. by exercise, (4) — the 
carrying out of pioneer and de- 
velopmental work, 

It bad fo be realised Uhat on the 
young men and women of ta-day 
yedted responsibilities such as 
never had been borne sinet the 
most flourishing days of the Ro- 
man Empire. 

‘There was no doubt that youth 
was: educnting itself seriously for 
the task of taking a fitting part in 
modern, lite. Everywhere there 
was ample evidence of this fnet. 
In America and other parts of the 
world younsy? men were spending 
their time and money at the techin- 
cal, polytechnic and night schools, 
continuing: in’adult life the educa- 
tion whose beginnings they receiv: 
ed when children. 


Youth Criticised.

Mr. T. J. Price, in opposing the 
motion, referred to the present 
generation aa being unspanked 
and spoiled. It might be partly 
due to the war, when the children 
were deprived of the father’s in- 
fluence and admonition, but youth 
had grown up unspanked-and.con- 
sequently with little desirc to 
fulfil its responsibilities, 

It was obvious that youth had 
not learned the leason of the war, 
for to-day we still had wars and 
rumours of wars, despite all the 
horrors-cndured a few years ago.

One million pengo in money and 
goods has been contributed to Mra.

-Tho campaign to raise funds for 
the relief of distreas in Shanghai 
organised by the leading Chinese 
charitable concern in Hongkong, 
the Tung Wah Hospital, has met 
with an excellent response. In ad- 


.{ dition to results already published, 


collections on Monday and 
alone from: leading 
Chinese firms amounted to 
nbout $60,000, thanks to the 
personnt calls, made by. the Direc- 
tora of the Hospital themselves. 

The Directors made their third 
visit to the Chinese firms yesterdny 
und the results are believed to be 
most antisfactory also. A sum of 
$30,000 had already been sent to 
Shanghai addressed to the Can- 
tonese Club. The Tung Wah Hos- 
pital has now remitted a second 
amount of $50,000 to the same 
Institution through the Bank ,of 
Enst Asin. 


Community’s Response. 


The membera of the Chinese 
Merchants Club have decided to ns- 
sign the earnings which the Club 
mnde on the members’ Derby sweeps 
to the Shanghai relief fund through 
the Tung Wah Hospital. 

The Queen's Cafcteria haa an- 
nounced that ita entire earnings to- 
day will be contributed to the 
Shanghai relief fund, , while a 
prominent Chinese millionaire of 
Macao and owner of some of the 
biggest tenhouses in the Central 
District and Wanchai has signified 
his willingnesa to contribute the 
takings of all his teahouses on 
Saturday to the Tung Wah Hospital 
relief fund. 

An anonymous Chinese, who 
algned himeelf aa being “an old 
hermit,” has remitted through the 
Bunk of Eust Asia $20,000 to a 
leading Chinese charitable inatitu- 
tion In Shanghai for the relief of 
distress.

- HAWKERS. — 


‘THREE POLICEMEN CON- 
VICTED AT ‘YAUMATI. 


The alloged “squeeze” case fn 
which five men were charged with 
having made illegal exnetions from 
hawkers Inst December came to 
a conclusion” at‘ .the Kowloon 
Magistracy before Mr. Fraser yos- 
terday afternoon, when three of 
the men were convicted and sen- 
tonced to terms of imprisonment.- 

The defendants were Chau 
Pang, Wong Tok, Li Lam, Mak Tu 
and Wan, Pul, the laat three being 
constables employed on hawker 
duty in Yaumati and additionally 
charged with misconduct as 
Pollce officers. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy appeared 
for the prosecution, while Mr. 
Horace ‘Lo was for the first de- 
fendant and Mr. F. X. d’Almada, 
Sr, for the three constables. The 
second defendant was not legally 
represented. 

Tt will be recalled that at tho 
last hearing, the first defendant 
was convicted, but sentence was 
deferred, The sccond defendant 
wns then discharged as ther 
was not enough evidence against 
him. 

Defendants in Box. 

At. yesterday’s hearing, the 
three constables were put in the 
box where they ail denied 
having received any money from 
the first’ defendant, They also 
denied any knowledge of any sys- 
tem whereby hawkers were to pay 
a levy for which they would not be 
interfered with by the hawker con- 
stables. They stated that the rea- 
son why hawkers had come to 
Court to teatify against them was 
because = belng hawker — con- 
stables, they had been arresting 
quite n fot ‘of people, und thus 
earned for themselves the enmity 
of all hawkers, Ilcensed and un- 
licensed alike. : 

After going over the evidence 
against the defendants, Mr. 
d'Almada submitted that there was 
no- evidence to support a charge 
of conspiracy. All the evidence 
supplied by the prosecution con- 
sisted of that of hawkers whom 
his Worship was aware were all 
againat the hawker constables. 
Many of the witnesses, he said, 
sere unreliable and some of their 
evidence was contradictory. On 
the evidence elready given, Mr. 
d’'Almada submitted that there 
must be n doubt in his Worship's 
mind and if there was a doubt, 
the defendants must be given the 
benefit of the doubt. 

Three Convicted. 

His Worship said that regard- 
ing the fourth defendant there 
was only the evidence of one man 
against him and there was a 
doubt in his case. He would 
therefore be discharged. ‘ 

His Worship decided there was 
evidence for him, to convict in 
the case of the ‘third and fifth 
defendants, and he did convict 
them.

Talthrop, A. S. P., sald that 
third and fifth defen- 
dants had “been in the Police 
Force since 1929. The conduct of 
the fifth defendant had been good; 
in’fact he had been recommended 
by the Inspector.

HUNDRED PLANES TO BE. 
ORDERED. : 


Canton, Feb. 17. ° 


Rumours of the possibility of 
the formation of an independent 
Government in Canton hnve now 
been dispelled. by the important 
resolutions reached at the week. 
end meetings of:the Government 


leaders {n which the military com, 


manders. advocated. giving every 
asalstance to the Nanking Govern- 
ment for the dofonce of Shanghai, 
The opinion was expressed. at 
these meetings that the formation 
of a now regime, including Messrs. 
Hu Han-min and Sun Fo, was most 
antimoly. when the whole country 
should be united. — 

It is significant that the Canton 
commanders have decided that the 
position in Kwangtung and 
Kwangst must be consolidated 
while it hasenalso been suggested 
to rend the “Ironside” regiments 
under General Chang Fat-kwal to 
Fukien for the defence of tho 
Chinese const in view of the ten- 
ston Inst weck at Swatow and 
other cities. The Government 
here has not yet made up ita mind 
to send how many regiments to the 
north although it is confidently 
expected that more acroplanes and 
troops will be sent. 


More Planes Wanted. 

The Government decision to 
purchase more ‘acroplanes, which 
was reported yesterday, has now 
been confirmed -and In this con- 
nexion ft is learned that the off- 
cers at the Taishatno Aerodrome 
will place an order for 100 acro- 
planes. The machines will arrive 
in three shipments 

Thia ia part of the scheme to 
consolidate the military defencé 
of Kwangtung and Kwangsl. Gen- 
eral Chan Chai-tong had, invited 
General Pei Chung-hsi to partici- 
pate in another important military 
conference in which the leaders of 
the two Kiwangs' will decide on 
which rogiments: from Kwangel ar 
Kwanglung should be sent to the 
North.

The officer commanding the 
Nineteenth Route Army, General 
Chiang Kwang-nal, has commini- 
cated with General -Chan  Chni- 
tong informing him of - the con- 
tinous arrival of teng of thousands 
of Japanese regular troops. .He 
pointed out that while the existing 
Chinese army in Shanghai was 
able to resist the Japanese the 
Cantonese officers realised that a 
bigger force would he required to 
meet the 90,000 or. so Japancre 
now in Shanghai. 

Genernl Chan Chai-tong has 
been pleased by reccipt of news of 
Chinese victories and hna decided 
on the introduction of a rigid re- 
trenchment scheme to curtail the 
expenses of the First Army Corps 
under his awn command. The 
moncy thus saved will be remitted 
every month-to Shanghal..Canton 
promises the Nineteenth Route 
Army a continued supply of funds 
to muintain the struggle with the 
Japanese. -
